NORWAY HAS THREE STRINGS TO ITS 
FISHING BOW 

Roughly speaking, Norway has three 
strings to its fishing bow: cod, whale, atid 
herring } but the herring is king. Herring, 
because of their abundance, give rise to 
the greatest of the world's fisheries. They 
are as pregorions as. the starlings which 
cluster by night m the tops of trees on 
Pennsylvania Avenue, Washington. They 
tim in tmmense schools; with some of 
their life-cycle still shrouded in obscurity, 
abthough iis probably as well known as 
thatof any other tnportant fish. Whien, 
where, and why. do these shoals migrate ?* 

Herring bones are found in the kitchen 
mikiens or garbage piles of prehistoric 
Norsemen. Norwegiin lerring fisheries 
were famous before William the Con- 
queror. The Norwegian fish catch rims 
tt abowt ore and three-quarter hillion 
pounds, of which approximately one bil- 
lion pounds are contoibuted by the herring 
tribe. 

The live hetring is something of a tray- 
eler, bet the dead herring goes farther. 
What one may call the “pickled-herring- 
raw-cucuinber-sour-créeam belt” includes 
a better part of eastern Germany, Poland, 
the three Baltic States, Finland, and Rus- 
sia. Here you havea dense population 
whe loyally regard the herring as the dean 
af comestibles. With a-snack of herring 
and « snifter of vodka the Estonian, Po-

The Norwegian cod, untike the herring, 
travels southward rather than eastward. 
Cured culfish enjoys the entrée to all 
classes of society. in southern Europe, par- 
ticularly in the Catholic countries: where 
mentless days are prescribed. Some years 
ago, when Norway was tryitg out pro- 
hibition with mo preat success, a serious 
effort was made to exclude the iniportation 
of the more heady Spanish and Portu- 
guese wines, The Iberians naturally re- 
sented the affront to thir delicious wines 
and threatened reprisals upon the Nor- 
wegian codfish, The anti-codfish cam- 
paign was too nittch for the Norwegians, 
They capitulated by throwing open their 
doors to Mediterranean wities. 

“How to catch ancl eat and how to avoid 
heing caught and exten”"—that sums up 
the life philosophy of fishes. The tirge to 
eat and the urge to propagate gnads fish 
inexorably to their feeding and breeding 
grounds. It is the play of the seli-pre- 
servative and the species-preservative in- 
stincts. ‘The salmon on maturity deserts 
the congenial salty waters of its natural 
habitat, the oceun, struggles tp fresh- 
water streams, surmeunting waterfalls, 
leaping obstacles, always going against the 
clifrent, wearing out its life to atta its 
breeding grounds. 

Prinntive man was something of a 
nomad, moving to places where the hest 
and most easily captured game wai to he 
had. Herring and cod practice about the 
same economy. They feed in northern 
waters, where iveding is best and casiest, 
off the banks ot Newfoundland, Seatland, 
Norway, way up mi nurthern waters about 
the Lofoten Islands far within the Arctic 
Cirele. These Arctic waters teem with mi- 
nute organic life. Painstakingly for gen- 
erations Scandinavian scientists have stul- 
ted the mysteries of marine life and given 
their valuable findings to the warld, 

The cod when caught ranges from 3, te 
12 vears old. Where has it been all these 
years? Where does the young Norwe- 
gian herring go when it leaves the west 
coast of Norway? Vam questions! It is 
encugch to know that the herring and the 
cad, with all their restlessness and migra- 
tory instincts, are plentiful enough to keep

the fisher folk of Norway busy nearly 
every month in the year. 

Norwegian fisheries have developed 
from stall beginnings, when little wooden 
boats put cut a mile or two fromthe shore, 
scrabbling: for a menger catch of herring. 
Now great steel powerbouts make catches 
of 10.000 barrels of fish ina day, Once 
estimated by the pound, the catch is now 
estimated by the ton. 


SORWAY DOMINATES THE WHATING 
INDUSTRY 


Norway has come largely to control the 
world’s whaling industry, once a great 
American business, with Yankee ships 
sailing from New England ports. About 
the turn of the century it looked as 
the whaling business the world over was 
doomed to early extinction. Delenseless 
monsters, the poor whales do not get an 
even break! Nature ironically dooms 
them by causing them to signal their own 
destruction. If whales: were equipped to 
remain beneath the surface even as long:as 
the modern sibinarine, they would be 


jmure than a match for the energetic Nor- 


werians, with their big steel ships and 
long-range harpoon guns. 

Tmproved devices for catching whales 
constitute one reason why the Norwegian 
whaling business is becoming more protit- 
able to-day. “Canst thou draw out levia- 
that with an hook?’ To this rhetorical 
question the Norwegians respond by actu- 
ally drawing with hooks these huge ami- 
mals out of the deep and into the hulls of 
the great mother ships which render the 
carcasses into wil, fertilizer, and whale- 
hone.

The Norwegian annunl herring catch 
would foad a salid tritn of steel gondola 
cars reaching from New York to Phila- 
delphia, or, if converted to Norwegun 
cars, a sold train 300 mules lone.

‘The Norwegian flag flies on ships in all 
the sever sens and in all ports of the world. 
Nurway possesses the world's greatest per 
capita marine tonnage, As neutrals in the 
World War the Norwegians suffered the 
fortune of the innocent bystander who gets 
hort. Half their merchant vessels were 
sunk hy submarines and, some 2,000 Nor- 
weetan sailors perished. 

The country's shipping recovery has 
been dramatically sudden. Despite its 
catastrophic logsea the present tonnage 
shows an increase of 25 per cent over pre- 
war. The new ships are of better quality. 
too. ‘The Norwegian maotor-ship feet 
ranks second in the world. Laggards tm 
modern industrialtsm, the Norwegians 
buy their ships from England and Ger- 
many eheaper than they can build them. 
Ship purchases constitute one of the lnrg- 
est items in Norway's international trace 
balance. 


SEA ADVENTURE ATTRACTS THE 
NORWEGIAN 
The ubiquitous, semi-amphibious Nor- 

wegian sailor is found where sea adven- 
tite calls, Seven meribers of Admiral 
Byrd's Antarctic expedition are Norwe- 
grains. The pitlit oi the Byrd plane that 
flew across the South Pole was a Norwe- 
vian. The crews of our Pacifie halibut 
fishing boats are chiefly recruited from 
Norwegians. Craving the stark realities 
of life, the Norwegians have little use 
for the insipklities of drawing-room life. 
Like the Finns, they bear apo them the 
marks of struggle, privation, endurance.

Polar bears, walruses, and 
Arctic puffin birds appreciate Spitsbergen 
as 2 convenient sunimer resort. but the 
island would seem to have ti human value 
beyor! furnishing a jumping-t place 
for North Pole adventurers. Yet the re- 
sourcelul Norwepians have diseavered 
there what they entirely lack in the home

Thecynastic 
tinion with Sweden continued unti] 1905. 
Norway, politically progressive, came to 
regard the bond of commen. kin gsltip as 
a clog, refused to live onder the same 
dynastic roof with Sweden, and elected 
Prmee Charles of Denmark King of Nor- 
way-uniier the name ot Haakon VII.

For ages the prosperity oi Norway hag 
heett connected with the water rather than 
the land. Smee the tum of the century 
revenues froin the kind seem to he inereas- 
ing disproportionately aver those irom the 
water. [n reality it t only a reassertion 
of the power cf water over the destinies of 
the Norwegmns. 

Within the last 15,0r 20 years water has 
plaved a new and important role m the de- 
velopment of the country. Cascades which 
tumble from snowy highland tothe sen are 
doing for Norway what Alpine waterfalls 
are scoot: lishing for Ttaly, Thoth coun- 
tries lack the prime requisite of modern m1- 
dustrialism, steam coal, but both are filing 
a substitute in the energy af falling water. 

The genius of men is transforming this 
enetey into heat, light, and power, and 
loading it on slender wires for transpert 
over long distances, where it serves to turn

Grown in Splendor and Achievement

pF OOK up there at Popocutepetl ! 
Think of Gortex letting a man 
down inte that crater.on a rope to 
gut sulphur for gunpowder, . . . Where 
wits it they stoned Montezuma ? 

“Imagine only soo Spaniards, with o 
few horses and clumsy cannon, conqucr- 
ing-the whole Aztec race!" 

Into Mexies City swarms the travel 
stream, mostly Americans. With the m- 
formality of eager sight-seers, they ques- 
tian any one they mect, auc comment 
freely on what they see. “Our Armbas- 
sader looked tired when we called. ‘They 
say Mexico City is the hardest post in our 
foreign service,” 

“When is the hullfight ?" asks a Chie 
cigo Board of Tratle delegate, meeting a 
Kotanian from Texas.

Mexico City ix an astonishing place. 
Things have happened here so-strange and 
unusual that were they sot set down in 
duthentic records they would tax all belief. 
Tt looms largest in the mind of the average 
American because of its supremely nmpor- 
tant diplomatic relntions with Washing- 
ton, growing out of the many old, unsolved 
questions between the two republics; but 


in modern, superficial aspects tt is not un- 
like some other Latin-American capitals, 
It lias oh palaces, parks, pamtings, and 
libraries; colleges, convents, great news- 
papers, aid browleasting stutioms; like- 
wise diplomats, soldiers, tirafhe jams, and 
jails: It buys and sells, anc makes soap, 
ala water, shoes, shirts, candy, cigarettes, 
furniture, machinery, leatherwure, pater 
nuticines, and textiles. 

Sit in one of its theaters and watch a 
“news reel; swim, dance, play golf or 
tennis ata club, or land at Balbuena Field 
ina passenger plane from El Paso, anil— 
except that you heat Spanish instead of 
Yanker chatter—y ou mutht-as well be in 
Denver, La fact, the igh top hght and 
near-by snow peaks much resemble the 
scenic setimips of Colorada, 

But under-all this standardized modern- 
ism) is mitch more—a blend of Spianist anil 
Aztec forces that goes back 4oo years. 
You sec signs of this, now and then, itv 
Hat, three-cornered Aztec faces moving 
stolidly in street crowds. Probe the miys- 
tie past and you find that cortain historic 
events staged here swayed the destiny of 
nor continent for centuries. Here Chns- 
tianity got its first foothold in North 
America, when idols were turned inte 
alturs and a glittering Wut ervel pagan 
culture vielled stubbornly to European 
civilization, Here America’s first sheet 
nmusic and first book were published. Here 
its first muncy was comedl And here, Lint, 
appeared the “Flying Metcury.” Some 
have -styled it America’s “first Mewspa- 
per,” but more likely it was bot a pam- 

hict on history or political discussion, 
pent himself built the first sugar mill, 
not far from Mexien City, and. his men 
introduced many dianestic “animals, howls, 
am) farm methods new to the Aztecs. In 
fact, the coming of Cortez set in motion 
economic antl other forces that to this 
thay are felt, from California to Panama. 
That is one reason why, now, more than 
two million Mexicans live in the United 
States. 
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‘To-day, despite railways, motor-riuls, 
-country clubs, and modern suburhan cole- 
mes of villas; bungalows, and a few coun- 
try, hetuses, mankind ts grouped in the 
ereat valley as in the long ago, Where 
Toltees; Chichimecs, and Aztecs in turn 
banlt their mic] and stone towns, there 
‘on fine towns now, with the people mis- 
Ingmany of the same crope and drinking 
the same palate. 

The Federal Distnet of Mexico, pat- 
terned somewhat after oar District of (Co- 
lumbia, hes to the southwest part of the 
great valley. The names of tmany sec- 
Hons of this district reveal them as of pre- 
Columbian origin, such as Atzcapotzalen, 
Tacnbaya, Tlaipam, Xochimilea, Covers 
cin, anel others. 

*Fopo," as Mexicans call Popocatepetl, 
is the great loncmark of the Valley of 
Mexico. “Smoky Mountnin,” the name 
mens in Aztec. Rising to 17.888 feet, in 
all Mexico Popo ts exceeded om height 
only by Orizaha, inthe State ot Vera Cruz: 

Since 1919, when Spatish records be- 
gat, it has suffered ten notable enptinns. 
Untathomed deposits of sulphur srestored 
in its great crater. More than 400 vears 
ago the Spaniards bevan to mine sulphur 
here for making gunpowder. Since that 
time it cs estimated that upward of to0,-

To be admitted to the summer school, 
atudents must present credentials. from n 
recognived inatitution, and courses coni- 
jleted here are accepted for credit tm mest 
colleges and universities of the United 
States.

A few miles south of the city lies Xochi- 
miles, the famous “floating gardens.” The 
name means “Where blowers Grow.” 
Your way out lies through the cactus- 
lined fanes and flower-garden plazas of

XNochimiles, popular picnic ground for 
the city, dates from pre-Aztec times. 

The gardens actually floated in those 
days! On plaited rafts of sticks and vines 
dirt was spread and flowers were plinted, 
su the garden could be poled about at 
will, Thengh no longer movable, the 
flower beds are still separated by narrow 
water Janes, through which the Indian 


paddles the plensure-seekers or moves 


aheut to pick poppies, lilies, roses, mari- 


golds, nasturtiunts, sweet peas, and vegeta 


bles for sale in the city (see Color Plate 
VI and mges 74 ancl Ff). 

Flat-bottom beats, gay with awnings 
and decked with flowers, ply for hire 
among the ferns and lily pads of the 
water lanes. Floating gently along, some- 
times in the shade of the graceful afueer- 
hiwefe trees, you pass patches of tall corn 
or a pienic party on the bank, with jaze 
music playing, or a bacchanalian “cafe 
boat” serving ichilmdas, fried beans, 
beer; ancl perl. 

From Xochimileo into Mexico City 
rims the ancient Vigan Canal, long a chan- 
nel of trafic for Indinn boatmen hauling 
flowers, vegetables, onc fowls to. city 
tharkets.

Facing the capital's lirge plazai on 
the north rises the thick-walled, but- 
treased old cathedral or Holy Metropolitan 
Church of Mexiea, proudly known as the 
“Mexican St. Peter's,” | 

There are-other ¢hurthes here which 
may be more beautiful, to mccdern builders, 
than this colossal Wend of many architec- 
tural forms; but for sheer historical sig- 
nifieznce this cathedral transcemls any 
other structure of its) kimd in North 
America (see page gO). | 

Tt may shew the sud nutilations of time 
and turpitude; some of its once fabulous 
wealth of ornaments may be marred or 
missing ; boat in ws lordly gramieur and the 
medieval opulence of its decorative fea- 
tures, with its-cargoyles, cornices, Triezes, 
mosaics, statues, chapels, and paintings, it 
stands a splendid monument to the glori- 
ls age af the Spanish wiceroys, 

Conspicuous in the moder city skyline, 
the bell-shaped doines af the cathedrals 
bwin towers, topped by crosses, rise more 
than 200 feet above the street. For years 
a fanuly of bellstingers. or companeres. 
lived up in ane of these towers—an airy 
home with a striking view of the city! 
Qneé of the great bells suspended here is 
sixteen. amd a half feet high anil weighs 
about 27,000 pounds, [ts 500-peund 
clapper is eight feet long, and when this 
bell is rung ona calm day you can hear it 
five or six miles away, 

As with many other old buildings in 
Mexico City, there is evidence that the 
great cathedral is slowly sinking, and a 
strange belief is current among the igno- 
rintand credulous. They say the founda-. 
tions of this huge edifice are swung on 
siant chains, so that when earthquakes 
come they cannot shake it down!

Even in early colonial days, few Indian 
painters, trainte by the padres, painted 
pictires which attracted much attention tn 
Burape; and to-day an increasing. numi- 
ber af artists cote to Mexico, mot dnly 
to study the work of the ancients; but to 
mingle with modern mative artists and to 
work in the atmosphere of the oll Aztec 
capital. | 

Prominent among these moderns is Di- 
evo Rivera, the famous pamter of murals. 
His work js so outstanding that artists 
lave come from Europe, South America, 
and the United States to study mu. He 
employs his act im social education and 
paints to instruct the common peuple 
rather than to earn money. 

“Civilization is harmony between man- 
kind and the smi and harmony among 
men,” says a big red banner over an/arch 
in the new building of the Ministry ol 
Education. Here Rivera’s symbolic pan- 
els reflect the lush, sensuous nature of life 
m turbulent, changing Mexicu, with all its 
problems of Inbor ond siciety. Chie m= 
ral portrays the popular com fiesta of 
the indians and peons; another hints at 
the building of temples, Others show 
dvers, cane-cutters, tobacco farmers, pot- 
ters, weavers, and miners at their work 
democracy massed and in motin, One 
fresco of a2 May Day celebration, with its 
dancers ard marching singers, 1s of strange 
power and appeal. 

Nat only is the city the cultural center 
af the Nation, but itis also the center al 
the publishing and book trades, Practi- 
cally all newsprint and book paper used 
ix made locally, Most Mexican writers— 
barring a few of the older men of letters 
who cling to the provincial capitais—re- 
side here, and each vear there is. tssued 
from local presses about 200 new titles, 
often reaching miere than 2,000,000 vol- 
umes: | Besides these, the numerous book- 
stores, lirge and sntall, sella steady stream 





of books printed in Spain and France. 


The works of Spanish writers appear 
mare popular than those of Mexican writ- 
ers. About 4,000,000 books printed im 
Spain are sold in Mexico euch year and 
perhaps 300,000. from France. 

Each of the preat Mexico City dailies, 
Universal aml E-celsior, prints a bulky 
Sunday edition, patterned after American 
metropolitan Sunday papers, with illus- 


trations an! features, even including some 
of our well-known “conte strips” and car- 
toans,; with texts rendered im Symmish. 


AMAZING MOUNUMENTS LISEK MODERN 
MEXICO. WIT ANCIENT TIMES 


To art students, and particulurly to 
sculptors, the graven images on the mys- 
teriows old rinied temples in the Valley 
of Mexico are of profound interest. 

Some of the most colossal structures 
built by prehistoric men anywhere in the 
Western Hemisphere are found in Mex- 
wo, Mith. Usxmal, Palenque, Chicher 
Tted, the incomparable pyramid of Cho- 
lula, tts base greater than thiit of Chieaps— 
all these are monuments left by Torpotten 
civilizations.* 

Skirt Lake Texeneo, on a fine motor- 
way extending from Mexico City, and 
you goon reich San Juan Teotihuacin, 
Here, before even the Aztecs Gime, some 
mysterious race appeared, building 13. tem- 
ples and pyramids with a symbolic art 
strangely like thas of ancient Egypt. Here 
is the Pyramid of the Sun. On its sum- 
mit, according to tradition, once stood a 
giant stone Gore, which bore on its breast 
on grent plate of burnished gold, fixed 
there in such a position that it reflecterl 
the rave of sunrise. A few furlemgs from 
here, on a strange road called the Path 
of the Dead, stands the Pyramid of the 
Moon, About the moon temple are many 
ruins of other stractures adorned with 
oddly evil serpent faces carved frem 
stome.t

Who built these marvelons works, now 
so still, unreal, and empty? tainly no 
native race in the last hal duzet) centn- 
ries haa produced any architecture to-com- 
ao with these rains. 

In fancy, as you stand out there, alone 
on top of one of these ancient pyramids, 
with the silence of the dead city all abent, 
it i= eusy Lo ittiagine the vaaiishe! pecple 
lack again. What a lnsy scene the mind 
canconjureup! Foretnen shouting. crack- 
ing whips at the slaves, the rattle of ob- 
sian tools, and trumpet blasts, as this 
pagan city took shape in the long aga; 
nnd what a talking picture could have 
heen made of one of the feast divs, with 
all the wild music, the strane con farsion 
of tongues, and striking costumes and 
dances ! 

Cn one fine, still day m June I sat for 
hours atop the ‘Temple of the Sun, ab- 
vorbed and lost in trying to tmagine whit 
kind of people these were, white they 
came from, how they lived and loved and 
fought, and what beeame of them. Of 
course, everybody ¢lée would lke tu solve 
the same riddles. 

The ride hack to town 45 shart, bet 
menories of the lead city dined its orvstery 
are persistent. ‘The chances are you are 
still day-lreaming of it as you pilinpe 
auntin into the busy, crowded capital: and 
vou feel again, as always below the Rio 
Grande, the sharp conflict between. the 
very old aod man's lost word in new 
things. 

Cortez studied the roomful of account 
books he seized from Motitezoma ane 
lexrned from whence came the city’s pold, 
silver, pearls, cotton, gram, gad supplies. 
To such centers as Jaliseo, Oaxaca, Mi- 
choacin, and other districts he, sent his 
captains to found posts. To-day trade 
still flows through these sume channels. 

So in the capital is focused the nation’s 
commercial tte and, to an increasing de- 
eree, ite invlastrial life, Besides trade m 
wares and things produced locally, mich 
Atnerican-made machinery, farm. imple- 
ments, motor cars, trucks, himber, drugs: 
and foodstuffs are imperted. Althongh 
exports of ores, oll, hides, Iymber, and 
veretahles from Mexien to the United 
States tun into many, many millions of 
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dollars, practically nothing 1s shipped trom 
Mexico City to the United States. 
Persistent as Indian conservatism lis 
been and deep as is the native Mexican 
love for handicraft, you see it yielding 
now to the machine age. Ciparette fac- 
tories here are marvels of modern speed, 
efficiency, and mass production, Tourists 
visiting one famous factory, which en- 
plays hundreds of men and girls and has 
its own private chapel, medical depart- 
ment, schoul, post-and telegraph offices, as 


well as a complete lithagraphing qalant for 


its atlvertisme werk, are fascinated! at the 
velocity: of the great machines, which make 
nearly 16,000,000 cigarettes 1 ‘day. It has 


often been said that these almost human 


machines can make the civareties, sort 
them, pack them, and do everything but 
smoke them. 

Tt is the mushroom growth of «mull 
Shops, fustered by clectric power and the 
new import tariff laws, which is most 
sienificant, In recent years an dmaziny 


fumber of necessities, formerly imported, 


have come to he made here. From a ver- 
itable host of tanneries comes leather of 
gov quality, which ts skillfully worked 
inte trunks, harness, suldles, belts, boots 
and shoes, and handbags: Candy and 
cakes and soft drinks are important taanu- 
facttites, and the output of ready-made 
elothity from cotten, wool, ard linen has 
grown hugely i recent times. Railroad 
shapes, i rom arc steel mills, as well ns smelt- 
ing and refining works, now pive employ- 
ment to thousands ; and anew industry, 
airplane Cunshruiction, is rowing up, 

On lillbwards, in street cars, im news- 

pers, and on theater curtains the well- 
ates iNustrations for American-made 
toothpaste, typewriters, motor cars, ard 
toilet soaps give gaudy welcome to visit- 
ing Yankees, and bring that sense of se- 
curity which comes from contact avith 
familiar things in far places.

TO-DAY ON “THE YUKON TRAIL OF 1898"

lonely 2.j300 mules from Lake Fren- 

nett to Berme Sea becatiie “almost 
cvernight the highway of adventurers from 
all natioms, Now, thitty years later, in- 
epiration armed me with a movie cater 
insteatl of a pick and sent me north to 
see for myself that farraus olf “Trail of 
reg8.” 
A. former shipmate, Fred Hill, enitsterd 
as my companion, With a contract to tlm 
the annual migration of caribou acrovs the 
Yukon, we dusted off our canoe, Jeng o 
the Minds, and shipped it with us from 
Seattle. The canue, 18 feet ling, sprimce- 
ribbed, canvas-covered, and decked over 
on the bow, had already navigated the 
Snake and Columbia rivers. 

We launched our craft at Juneau in 
Jeune and paddled north between snowy 
peaks of the Alexander Archipelago to 
Skagway. This sleepy town, restimg in a 
low valley between plavier-edyed moe 
tains, hardly betrays the fact that once it 
was the popular jumping-if place to one 
ai the tmost extravagant cual sensational 
of himanadventures. Vearsago the reck- 
leas, detenmined, puld-crazed Argonauts 
gave way to wide-eyed tourists, who look 
now for fold an simsets and for walrus 
ivory carvings in the stores. 

Far from beme adventurers ourselves, 
we soot found we hadn't even sprouted 
pin feathers; Our new boots raised blis- 
ters as we ascended. Clilkoot Pass from 
deserted Dyea, and the mosquitoes burzed., 
“They shall not pass.” We soon voted 
to alandon that route! Yet same of the 
ninety-cighters,. we are told, brought bi- 
eveles along with them to pedal their way 
to the Klondike!

So in comfart we conquered the White 
Pass tna coach behind a poffy little en- 
gine that wierd te the summit of 
this constal mountnin terrier, where the 
Rockies slope into Canadian territory.

him “MeQuestion™ ), 
of the Aloskn Com- 
mercial Company. He 
left, the Indians ex- 
plained, because he wits 
sick, but MerQhiesten 
explained that le was 
sick of the Incinns. 
Several ugly-tempered! 
medicine men had 
threatened. to loll him 
for interferme with 
their drug business. 

Below Klondike 
River the Yukon nar 
rows between cieuns 
af striking yellow 
bluffs extermling down 
to Fortvmile. This 
place, once a strategic 
spot on the Valdez 
Trail, is to-day yawn- 
inge Ssleepuly. 

Less than hundred miles below Daw- 
son, we passed from Yukon Territory 
into Alaskn, The boundary is marked by 
adenely cabin and belt of cut timber rim- 
wing over the fiver ranges. All day we 
had ‘been chased by a black cloud that 
eave us a deluge of Canadian wind ane 
rain im c\merican territory, just as we 
were trving to drift. down om some sleep 
ing caribou. They lay stretched crt os 
though they were dead and raised their 
heads only to gaze coriously at ws wher 
our spkishing paddles awakened them. 

Through a soft falling mist the 25 log 
cabins of Eagle Indian village appenred 
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A hati (loxen Log calina, pccunnrally eccrtniecel Tuy nuners win work 
Fourth of Jely Creck, lite the bank across from the mouth of Nation 
River, after which the settlement is tmannce, 
tiated oiter the diy ol its discovery. 


Futirth of July Creek was 


an our left below the Eagle River. Slabs 
of caribou meat were drying on tacks set 
on the beach high enough to I safe trom 
the howling dogs staked under them. 
This is a petmanent village, numberme 
about So persons, the largest Indian yil- 
lage we had passe! so far, Women of 
these villayes seem more industrious than 
the men. They cut wood, carry water, 
keep the family supplied with footwear, 
gloves, and parkas and make beadwork for 
sue. Many have separate accounts at the 
store (see page 108}.
